It is pecu­ 


liar for broad streets, an nh.indance of con­ 


tents aud churches, and for a comparative 
small share of beggars and Ufaros, whn 


hare not yet embraced the extreme of pov­ 


erty. 
It is skirted oil the eastern side by 


a pleasant stream, upon whose hanks, on 


the city side, i* a tasteful public walk, gar­ 


risoned with rows of trees and a fountain. 
On the western side i* the 
\lameeia— the 


Battery, if you please— or the refutable 


day lounge of the gods and goddesses who 


inhabit the city. 
From tins lounge you 


view snow-capped mountains— the famous 


Popocatepetl among them— and from the 


river walk you get a delightful and refresh­ 


ing prospect over the eastern plains. 
O f 


course my first visits, after our arrival at 


Puebla, were made in the*** spots, and my 


next one was to the Cathedral, which le­ 


gend says was built by angels. 
.My fourth 


visit was to some noted relics of the ubo- 


ngines, which one reaches by a glorious 


ride westward!)’ over the plain. 
These 


are the points to which I will allude m the 


course of this little sketch; and now for a 


fair start. 


I had been one morning to early mass 


at the Cathedral, and remained to view the 


pictures, the wealth, the rich carvings and 


stone sculpture, and other attractions of 


that really elegant pile, and having satis­ 


fied my curiosity, was seeking egress along 


the right side aisle, which hides, as one 


may say, a number of chapels or places of 


penitential retirement. 
Into one of these 


I saw go a girl who, though evidently one 


ot the lower clashes, was mi beautiful, and 


possessed such a conscious air of dignity 


and refinement, that 1 could not help stop­ 


ping to admire her. 
She noted my move­ 


ment, am! pulling her rebosa close I v about 


Iter face, with a gesture of modesty hid her­ 


self from my sight. 
I, a little chagitied, 


sought my comrades, and in an hour forgot 


the circumstance.

It i* scarcely possi­ 
ble to give more than a mere outline of the 
most prominent political, commercial and 
other new*, which i* now attracting the 
serious attention of all Europe. 
By a former steamer, you were informed 
of some of the important events. 
Friday, the JAtli, the proclamation of a 
Provisional Government and a Republic 
appeared;— tranquility was restored,— the 
barricade* were levelled,— the .«In ps were 
re-< pened, and the citizen*, of every clase, 
walked undisturbed and quietly through all 
the *trret*. 
From that day to the pre-ent time, the 
Provisional Government have been c< w- 
-tantly employed in restoring confidence 
and placing the affair* of the country on a 
firm foundation. 
In a part of ¡Switzerland a revolutionary 
movement has been completely Miccessfnl. 
N rule hat «’I, « tie ol the canton* of the i*vv i*x 
confederation, ha* in t been like all the 
other* a republic ; hut was a principality of 
which the King of Prtis-ia was the heredi­ 
tary sovereign. 
< hi the l-t instant, a re­ 
volution, forced by the in politic measures 
of the Prussian Government, broke out.— 
< ) i i that day a large body of patriot* entered 
the town, and were received by the people 
with cries of “ the Republic forever,” 
c. 
The government was without support ; the 
federal flag was hoisted on the towers, nud 
a provisional government was formed. 
In parts of Italy and Germany the same 
fPVnlnll Hiiri sitiPi* iv >•>"..

cession* are granted immediately ; they are 
demanded by the voice of the people. 
In England the lower classes are very 
uneasy and riotous. In Loudon large meet­ 
ing* have been held to discuss the question 
of the Income Tax.

Thousands of panes cf glass, as 
well a* lamp*, have hern broken in the 
principal streets ; some of these panes cost 
jflL) each. 
Serious riots have also taken place at 
Gla-cow and Edinburgh. 
On Monday last, 
the tith, a Chartist mob paraded the streets 


o f Gl .-row vv ith muskets, and cried, “ Down 
w ith the Queen.” 
They broke into several 
shops nud t<;ok away guns, powder and ball. 


T w o policemen were shot. 
The mob tore 
up the rails of the different line* nearGlas- 
cow. 
The military were called out and 
the riot-aot was read. 
It i- calculated that 
the rioter- destroyed property to the amount 
of T i ),IM>0. 
The principal cries were 
“ Rread or Revolution.” 
“ Down with the 
Queen,” 
“ V ív e la Repuldiqiie,” 
Lp to 
the latest account* from Glascow and Ed­ 
inburgh, 
received this evening, 
further 
troubles were anticipated. 
In Manchester there have been distur­ 
bance*, and it is feared that thousands of 
unemployed operatives w ill form in a body 
and do much mischief. 
A Grand National Convention of all the 
Chartist* of England is announced to take 
place next week in London. 
This meeting 
vv ill compel the govt rnment to order out the 
military, for it i* impossible tiiat such a 
vast number of persons can assemble in 
these exciting times without committing 
some breach of the peace. 
The parliamentary proceedings have not 
possessed 
much general 
interest.

mo-t important feature i- the announcement 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, that 
the Government 
have abandoned 
their 
proposition to increase the Fr< perty and 
Income Tax two per cent. 
Tins concess­ 
ion will not give satisfaction to the mer­ 
chants and traders, to the professional or 
other classes. 
The trade of the whole country is in a 
very bad state. 
In the manufacturing dis­ 
tricts, particularly, the utinc-t glucm pre­ 
vails. 
On the continent, monetary affairs are in 
a sad condition— several heavy failures have 
already occurred. 
The frreat hanking house oi'Gouin &, Co. 
of Paris, has been ci mpelled to stop pay­ 
ment. They were the successor* of Lafitte. 
Their liabilities are fifty millions of francs. 
This disaster caused a complete panic in 
Paris. 
Dubois 
Co’s bank, at Havre, his not 
been able to resume payments, on account 
of the recent state of affair* in France.
